THE accompanying collection includes the whole of the 
games between the two great Masters — Mr. W. Steinitz 
(now resident in New York) and Mr. I. Tchigorin (of St. 
Petersburg) — who have played against each other on five 
separate occasions, twice in set matches at Havana, twice in 
International Tournaments, and once by cable. The games 
are now first published in a collected form, and have been 
carefully collated from various newspaper and other Chess 
authorities, to which we acknowledge our indebtedness. 

We have departed somewhat from our programme in 
issuing this collection as Book X of our series, but the 
importance of the games is sufficient excuse for their usurp- 
ation of the place we had assigned to another selection.

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STEINITZ V TOHIGOEIN. 



IN the accompanying pages we give a record of the Chess 
games played between these two Masters, who, as 
already stated, have met each other on five separate occasions. 
We give the games of the latest meeting— their match at 
Havana during the early part of 1892 — first, and go backwards 
to their earliest encounters, at the Vienna International 
Tournament of 1882. 

In this tournament of 1882 there were 18 competitors, who 
had to play two games with each other. Stein itz and Tchi- 
gorin met in the 10th round, when Steinitz had the move and 
won, and again in the 27th round, when Steinitz accepted the 
Evans and lost (see pages 65-67). Steinitz ultimately tied 
with Winawer for first prize, with a score of 24; while 
Tchigorin tied for 12th place, with a record of 14. 

The players next encountered each other in the London 
Tournament of 1883, when there were 14 players. On this 
occasion Steinitz lost both his games to Tchigorin (see pages 
63-65), yet emerged second in the contest, with a score of 19, 
while Tchigorin took fourth place with 16. It will thus be 
seen that at this time Tchigorin had a record of 3 to 1 against 
Steinitz. 
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In the early part of 1888 Mr. Steinitz was on a visit to 
Havana, when the members of the Chess Club there— who 
are world-famed for their enthusiastic and liberal patronage 
of the game — offered to provide the stakes and defray all the ' 
expenses of a match for the championship of the world, to be 
fought under the auspices of the Club, against any opponent 
Steinitz might choose. He selected Tchigorin, and a contest 
was arranged, to be limited to 20 games, including draws, at 
a time limit of 15 moves an hour. The contest was com- 
menced at Havana on 20th January 1889, and was concluded 
on the 24th of the following month, when the 17th game was 
completed, with a score of 10^ to 6|, in favour of Steinitz. 
There was, of course, no necessity to play beyond this game, 
as Tchigorin must have been one game behind, even if he had 
won the remaining three it was originally agreed to contest 
(see pages 39-62). The total record of the two players was 
thus made llj to 9 J, in favour of Steinitz. 

Eesulting from this match came a contest by telegraph 
between the two Masters, who desired to test certain lines of 
action in the Evans Gambit and the Two Knights Defence. 
Two games were fought in- this contest (see pages 36-38), both 
of which were scored by Tchigorin, who thus equalised his 
record with Steinitz, each player having won a total of 11 J 
out of 23 games played in their four encounters. 

After a brief interval the two distinguished Masters once 
more faced each other for a set match at Havana, where they 
re-commenced playing at the beginning of January 1892, 
The conditions were : a contest of ten games up, draws not 
counting. Twenty-three games resulted, of which Steinitz 
scored 10, Tchigorin 8, and 5 were drawn (see pages 9-36). 
Steinitz thus stands ahead of Tchigorin in their personal 
encounters, with an advantage of two games only in a record 
of 46 games — of which but 6 resulted in draws. At the time 
of writing (June 1892) the terms for another telegraphic 
fltiatcb betiween tb^ twp b^vve l^e^ij o-rranged^ and it is exgecteij 
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the fight will be started upon at an early date. As Tchigorin 
is often regarded as the best of the two for these steady 
plodding correspondence encounters it is probable the result 
of the fight will place the two men on an equality so far as 
their score is concerned, although we are among those who 
believe that across the board Steinitz could do much as he 
pleased with . the Russian Master, particularly if he confined 
himself to recognised forms of play, instead of attempting all 
manner of experiments, and relying too much on his own 
inventions in the Openings. But if we had no faddists, and 
had none to risk reputation in the hope of making new 
discoveries we should have no advancement.
